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LARGE-PAPER EDITIONS. 
G. W. Smalley in the New York Tribune. 


THE doctrine and discipline of large-paper edi- 
tions are once more topics of discussion owing 
to an announcement of a new departure by the 
eminent publishers of London and New York, 


Messrs. Macmillan & Co. They give notice to 
all whom it may concern that hereafter no large- 
paper edition will consist of less than 250 copies, 
and that each edition will consist of as many 
more as there may be subscriptions in excess of 
that number, 

I begin by assuming that Messrs. Macmillan 
approach this subject in a purely business spirit; 
and of course in perfect good faith. To them, 
as publishers, copies on large paper have no 
other significance than copies on ordinary paper; 
money is to be made, if possible, out of both, and 
there’s an end. If they thought they could 
make more money by printing 10,000 copies on 
large paper | presume they would print and pub- 
lish and sell—if they could—10,coo copies. If 
more money was to be made by printing only 
ten they would cheerfully limit themselves to 
ten. They concern themselves neither with 
questions of ethics nor with questions of art. 
The business of a publisher is to publish, and to 
get as large a return as he can for his skill and 
energy and capital. 

There is, nevertheles, a limited public which 
takes another point of view, and though the 
number of people who take it is limited, they 
are not without influence on the bookbuying 
world. They begin by putting the purely Philis- 
tine view on one side. They regard a book as, 
primarily, a thing with a soul, or, in Milton’s 
phrase, as having some of the precious life-blood 
of itsauthor, If it isa good book it is good in 
any form ordress. But thenif it is a good book 
it is worthy of the best and most appropriate 
form and dress; worthy of being well printed 
on good paper with good black printer’s ink ; 
legibly and, if possible, elegantly. When this 
has been accomplished there are still some read- 
ers who will value it more than others. Every 
good reader has his favorites, and if he cares for 
books as books, he will naturally like to have 
his favorites in some exceptional form or condi- 
tion, as a kind of testimony to their excellence. 
He pays them that homage. 

There grew up, therefore, a custom—it is an 
old custom—of printing a few copies on vellum, 
or on a particular kind of paper, or on large 
paper. These were for the buyers who set a 
special value on that particular book. The num- 
ber was, until lately, very small for several rea- 
sons. In the first place, rarity is always an 
element of*intrinsic value. It is one reason 
why a picture from the hand of a master is 
precious. There is only one, orthere are, at most, 
very few; an original and a few replicas; and 
the original is always worth more than the rep- 
lica. Even with a book, a single copy on, for 
example, vellum is no unheard-of thing. The 
love of rarity may be a caprice, but it lies deep 
in human nature. Perhaps no man ever became 
a collector, whether of books or anything else, 
without having it highly developed. Then, if 
we must descend to the commercial standpoint, 
rarity is also an element of commercial value. 
If there are but ten copies of a book and a hun- 
dred buyers who covet them, the competition 
between the hundred buyers for the ten copies 
will inevitably cause them to sell for a higher 





price than if there were one copy apiece and 
everybody could have his copy at what may be 
called a normal price without depriving anybody 


else of it. 
To anybody who understands the book market 


it will be tolerably obvious that rarity is not a 
word which can apply to a book of which there 


are 250 copies on large paper. Few indeed are 
the modern works for which in this form of so- 
called luxury there are 250 genuine buyers. 
There are sometimes enough speculative buyers 
to exhaust such an edition. They buy not to 
hold but to realize. These buyers are, some 
of them, booksellers, It is with them, as with 
the publisher, a purely commercial transaction. 
They ‘‘ subscribe” in advance fora certain num- 
ber of copies. They have, or have not, as the 
case may be, an agreement with the publisher 
whereby the publisher takes part of the risk; 
agreeing to receive back a certain number of the 
books, or to give an extra discount to make the 
bookseller whole if the thing does not go off ; or 
in many other ways taking a more or less open 
part inthe gamble. The public of course is not 
considered in these enterprises. Who are the 
public that they should be thought worthy of 
consideration ? 

The agreement thus made between publisher 
and bookseller, the subscribed copies may be 
transferred to the book-shop or remain on the 
shelves of the publisher, or even in sheets un- 
bound. In either case, an artificial scarcity is 
created ; a few copies are exposed for sale ; diffi- 
culties are made about procuring others; the 
book becomes ‘‘scarce;” the very man who 
recommends it to his confiding customer as scarce 
having all the while a dozen or twenty copies or 
more in his back-shop, or in his control. The 
appetite of the bookbuyer being thus whetted 
an artificial demand is created; or, sometimes 
not created. An artificial and often a purely 
imaginary price is quoted; paragraphs appear 
in the papers; the new book may even figure 
in an auction sale, and be run up to a fancy 
figure. 

Their interest in the matter being at an end, 
they no Jonger sustain the market they at first 
‘* rigged,’’ and the price falls. The unreal com- 
petition is atanend. The speculative amateur 
who wishes to unload can only doso ata sacrifice, 
and he deserves nosympathy. Ifthe ‘‘ rigging” 
of the market fails, as it often does, the result 
is the same. ‘The surplus stock which publisher 
and bookseller are tired of holding is thrown on 
the market. But if these practices occur in con- 
nection with issues limited in number, what do 
you suppose is likely to occur when there are 
no longer any means of knowing what the real 
limit is to be; or when there is no real limit? 
The amateur has, in Messrs. Macmillan’s case, 
fair warning. -He is told that there is no limit 
but the number of obtainable subscriptions. 
Messrs. Macmillan adopt, in effect, the custom of 
the printsellers who for years and years have 
palmed off on the public as ‘‘ proofs” just so 
many impressions of a particular plate as they 
could get subscribers for or otherwise dispose 
off ; not one of them having any other than a 
fictitious value, commercially speaking, and not 
one of them any greater artistic value than an 
ordinary impression ; the plate being ‘‘ steeled ”’ 
before the printing began. The difference is 
simply that Messrs. Macmillan give notice in 
advance and the whole performance is at least 
aboveboard. 








PENNA 
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PERSIAN BOOKBINDERS. 


AN art which is carried to a high degree of 
excellence in the East, but which seems in some 
danger of decaying, is that of ornamental book- 
binding. Some notion of the skill of Oriental 
craftsmen in this branch of design may be gath- 


ered from specimens given in the latest issue of 


the Journal of Indian Art and Industry. The 
best of these specimens, says Colonel Holbein 
Hendley, came from Ulwar, and are doubtless 
of Persian origin. Few approach in goodness of 
design and in carefulness of execution the work 
of Kari Ahmed and his sons, who were for some 
years in the employ of the Chief of Ulwar. The 
grandsons have now succeeded to the sons, how- 
ever, and in their hands the art is likely to be- 
come a mere trade. In India a man of real 
genius develops an art from some hints he re- 
ceives from: strangers, or, it may be, discovers 
it himself, but from jealousy or from fear of 
destroying his monopoly teaches only the mem- 
bers of his own family, who may or may not 
share his skill, and thus in the course of a gen- 
eration or two nothing remains but a shadow or 
parody of perhaps an exquisite production, 

In the Ulwar bookbindings the ornament is 
somewhat after the old Grolier style, in which 
the colors are painted on the boards and are not 
inlaid. In most of the designs the pattern is 
produced by the use of brass blocks. The 
colors are then painted on with the brush. 
Sometimes the Ulwar artist colors the whole of 


the ground, and at others only part of it, so as 
to produce very different effects by the use of 
the same blocks. The effect is remarkably fine, 
and is comparable to the design work on some 
of the most beautiful productions of the more 
famous china manufactories. The bindings are 
expensive, as they are all hand-made, and a 
great deal of gold is used. Numerous specimens 
have been make for Queen Victoria and other 
distinguished persons. They all show more or 
less similarity to the best specimens of Persian 
workmanship, of which the binding of the Koran 
purchased by the Emperor Aurungzebe, and now 
in the Royal Library at Windsor, is a particularly 
interesting example. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


A NEW book by Thomas Hardy may be ex- 
pected this winter. It will probably be a collec- 
tion of short stories. 

ALDIS WRIGHT is about to publish in a single 
volume the delightful ‘‘ Letters of Edward Fitz- 
gerald,” forty letters having been added to those 
included in his original edition of the ‘‘ Letters 
and Works” of the eccentric translator of the 
‘* Rubaiyat.” 

RupDOLPH A. VAN MIDDELDYK, of Guatemala, 
who has been studying South America since 
1852, is preparing to publish a historical and 
descriptive work under the title of ‘‘ Latin Amer- 
ica from the Discovery and Conquest to the 
Present Day.” 


IT is stated on good authority that the enter- 
prising proprietor of the New York Herald 
engaged Paul Bourget to come to America and 
spend several months in American society, with 
the view of writing an American novel, which is 
first to be issued in Mr. Bennett’s journal. 


_ “RITA” has just finished a new novel. It is en- 
titled ‘‘ The Ending of My Day,” and is a “‘ soci- 


ety” story dealing with literary, journalistic and 
artistic life, the scene being laid in London and 
onthe Continent. It is, according to the London 
Bookman, ‘‘ of adecidedly outspoken description, 
and in it ‘Rita’ has some severe things to say 
about social morality.” 


QUILLER Coucn has nearly completed the re- 
vision for press of his next volume of short 
stories. It will be entitled ‘‘ The Delectable 
Duchy,” and will probably be published in No- 
vember. Mr. Couch is still engaged on the 
novel which was mentioned a few months ago. 
The hero is a Wesleyan Methodist minister, and 
the book will contain pictures of the early his- 
tory of Methodism in Cornwall. The title-will 
probably be “‘ Dozmaré,” from the name of the 
heroine. 


EpMUND GoSsE has in preparation a volume 
which will be of interest to students of literature, 
the ‘‘ Letters of Thomas Lovell Beddoes,” author 
of ‘‘Death’s Jest-Book.” The Beddoes papers 
were handed to Robert Browning, who was a 
warm admirer of Beddoes’ poetry. When the 
box was opened by Mr. Browning and Mr. Gosse, 
and found to contain the painful particulars about 


Beddoes’ suicide, Mr. Browning seemed unwill- 
ing to go on with the work, and it was taken up 
by Mr. Gosse, who has issued the poems, and 
will now complete his task by the publication of 
the prose. Messrs. Elkin Mathews and John 
Lane, of London, will be the publishers, 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


C. P. WILDER, an old Western bookseller, 
died recently in Cleveland, O. Mr. Wilder was 
for many years engaged in the book business, 
first at Newark, O., and later at Indianapolis, 
Ind. For the last two years he has been chief 
clerk in the United States Engineer’s office at 
Cleveland. 


EmMA M. ConveERSE, of Providence, R. I., 
author of some astronomical works of note, died 
at Whitefield, N. H., on the 6th inst. She was 
born in Salem in 1820, and had been a contributor 
to The Atlantic Monthly, The Scientific Ameri- 
can, and The Youth's Companion, and as a trans- 
lator she had been engaged by Appleton & Co, 
on notable works.
